While most of the grove owners have been very inactive 
in supporting the campaign to join the Metropolitan Water 
District, some of them have led action against the drive. 

A campaign of this nature costs money. 

Pomona has raised $10,000 for its effort to join the water 
district. 

So far, the Chino basin committee has had to depend upon 
the yeomanlike efforts of volunteer workers. Many of whom 
are not only giving up valuable personal time but are also 
digging into their own pockets for expense money. 

We suspect that within, the next few days the water com- 
mittee will make an appeal for funds. If and when they do, let’s 
give them some support. . . financially. 

This isn’t just something that will affect the agriculture 
industry in the West End. It is something that will have an 
effect on the lives of all of the residents of this district.

THE WORD has come into vo- 
in recent months because it 
has been used by John Foster 
Dulles who is a very highly edu- 
cated man, indeed, having gone 
to Princeton and the Sorbonne 
and being a director in the Inter- 
national Nickel Co. which makes 
all those nickels. 

The word is a most interesting 
(I might say fascinating) study 
in the new science of semantics 
which means inquiry into the ori- 
gin of words and how they change 
or rather, have 
their meaning changed for them 
when they are not looking.

|craft” which is marked “obsolete” 
and it sure looks as though it 
were down in Washington and 
ever in London and other parts 
of the cock-eyed universe. 

The second meaning it gives is: 
“Belief in a state government, as 
in a Republic, in contrast with be- 
‘lief in Communism or Soviet Gov- 
ernment.”

THE CENTURY says it means 
“The art of government; hence, 
in a depreciative sense, policy.” 
And then, in parenthesis ‘‘(Rare.)” 

Who writes these dictionaries, 
anyway? If “statism’’ means the 
art of government why shouid the 
word mean depreciative as to 
policy? Who said so? And why 
is it rare? I think the Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee ought 
to look into this. The New Stan- 
dard Dictionary is even more curt 
and discourteous. It simply says 
as though eager to drop the mat- 
ter: “Statism: Statecraft, policy.” 
With fine cunning the other lexi- 
cographers ignore it. 

If, as charged, Mr. Dulles is 
| responsible for the gumming up of 
this “rare” and “obsolete” word 
| by using it in his desiccated de- 
bates with Herbert Lehman in 
their struggle for election to the 
United States Senate, there is a 
reason. 

Recall that he took a postgrad- 
uate course in the Sorbonne at 
Paris and can speak French bet- 
ter than some headwriters. He has 
got the word confused in some dis- 
tressing manner with the French.

NEW YORK (UP) — The Neth- 
erlands honors the 75th anniver- 
sary of the Universal Postal Union

The stamps, bearing a globe 
with intertwined post-horns, will 
be a 10-cent red brown and a 20- 
cent dark blue. The stamps will 
remain valid for postage up to 
and including Dec. 13, 1950.
